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Topic: Sol Bernstein 

Sol Bernstein was born in Denver. Little is known about 
his parents. His father moved to Denver for treatment 
for TB. While there he met and married his wife. He 
was sick most of his life, so his wife supported the 
family by working in restaurants or bakeries. 

Sol moved to Cheyenne in 1917/1918 when at the age of 
11 or 12. At the time there was an elder half-sister 
there who had married a merchant, Ida Pasternak. Herman 
Pasternak ran a clothing store. Sol first sold newspapers 
and then worked in the modification center of the UPRR. 
Later, whether he quit or wtFt , he went to work for 
various Jewish merchants in Cheyenne before he opened 
his own store. 

Neil Bernstein was born in Cheyenne in 19332. He left 
the city in 1960 to attend college. He recalls that 
while growing up in Cheyenne the Jewish community was 
a close-knit society socially. With respect to people 
his own age, the population was sparse. It seemed that 
Cheyenne was a satellite of the Denver Jewish community 
for if there was anything going on, they often went to 
Denver .
